People have asked “What was Lake Okeechobee like when 
you first saw it?" and that is not an idle question, for truly, 
it had little г

and tree grown reefs, often miles in width, in the south and 
western areas of the lake. 

No longer ago than 1013 the lake had scarcely altered from 
its primordial state.

Near 
its center he might paddle his dugout canoe for hours and re- 
main entirely out of sight of land, Extending 27 miles from 
Taylor's Creek to South Bay arid 32 from Fisheating Creek 
to Port Mayaca, it is the second largest freshwater lake within 
the United States. 

When its water was, as in 1912, at an elevation of 21.5 feet 
above the sea, one might lay a straight course from the flat 
top cypress at Three Mile Canal to almost any point on the 
lake, without regard to shoals or bars or reefs. 

Land surrounding the lake on east, south and west,\ was, 
before drainage became effective, normally several feet ‘under 
water. A narrow ridge, thickly forested and usually dry, ringed 
the shores of the lake. The distinguishing feature, however, 
Of Okeechobee's southeastern shores from Clewiston to Port 
Mayaca, was the dense swamp, averaging two miles in width, 
of tropical custard trees. This swamp, completely blanketed | 
under a canapy of moon vines, occupied some 32,000 acres and 
constituted the unique feature of the big lake. 

The first recorded mention of Lake Okechobee was by the 


“Spaniard Fontenada, who, enslaved in 1545 by the Indians, 


learned of a great lake called Mayaimi, оп which were many 
towns of 30 to 40 inhabitants each, Later accounts referred 
io it as Lake Mayacco or Lake Macoco, But the Spaniards 
were not interested in the lake since it contained no gold. 
Neither, apparently, was anyone else for several centuries, 
Even as late as 1823, Charles Vignoles, an English engineer, 
who explored muct of the interior of Florida and who gave a 
good description of the Everglades, concluded that the St. Lucie 
River “gives the idea of having traveled a long region from 
the west, perhaps originating in the much-talked-of Lake May- 
aco, which, like the fountain of youth, has never yet been 
found.”

Fla. Highway Patrol Comdr. 
H. N. Kirkman said tody that 
any trailer which exceeds cer- 
tain width and length limits 'is 
required by law to bë equipped 
| with automatic directional sig- 
nals 

An increasing number of trai- 
lers on the highways, especially 
those used by boating enthus- 
iasts, are not meeting require- 
ments and Comür. Kirkman 
said he wants to coll it to their 
attention before enforcement be- 
gins. 

Under Florida law a trailer 
should be equipped with direc- 
tional signals if its width ex- 
ceeds 24 inches from the center 
of the steering post to the ex- 
treme outside of its bed, body 
or load. 

And, any trailer if the overall 
length from. the center of the 
steering wheel to the rear of 
the bed, body or load-is over 
14 feet.

Government Aid 

The USDA anounced this 
week that it had indefinitely 
extended the farm storage 
facility and mobile dryer loan 
programs. These programs are 
designed to help farmers 
throughtout the country obtain 
needed farm storage by pro- 
viding loans for a large part 
of the cost of additional farm 
storage space. 

Sam Schooley, acting county 
office manager for ASC, said 
Tuesday that apparently the 
provisions of this program ap- 
plies to grass silage storage 
structures although grass was 
not specifically listed in 
USDA's orginal press release. 

These loans are five-year, 
four-percent negotiations and 
payment begins on the first 
anniversary of the loan to be 
completed in four payments. 
Farmers and ranchers in most 
states can borrow up to 80 
percent of the cost of new 
structures.

Skots For Ycuths 


State Health Officer, Wilson 
©. Sowder, has expressed con- 
ern at public complacency over 
he polio situation, and issued a 
warning that parents would 
have to consider themselves to 
blame if their children contract- 
ed the disease, since almost sure 
protection by immunization is 


available. 
Sowder stated, “Children who. 
have not had the polio shots 


lare in just as much danger of 


contracting the disease as ever 
before. If three properly spaced 
injections have been received, 
approximately 70 per cent pro- 
tection against paralytic polio 
is available. 

“The duration of this protec- 
tion is presently unknown and 
in the meantime some physiei- 
ans are recommending yearly 
boosters although there are at 
present по official recommenda- 
tions on this question. 

1f an unimmunized child con- 
tracts paralytic polio this ;еаг 
the parents must accept the 
blame for not obtaining for the 
child the protection that would 
in all probability have prevent~ 
ed the disease.”
